POST-CONFERENCE TRIP 


Old 
Point Comfort, the James River, 
and Richmond. $30.00, Including 

All Expenses for 
Six Days. 

A restful, delightful and historic six-day 
trip has been arranged by the Travel Com- 
mittee, leaving Washington Saturday eve- 
ning, May 30, by steamer down the Po- 
tomac River and Chesapeake Bay, spending 
two days at Old Point Comfort, under the 
very walls of Fortress Monroe, with pos- 
sible easy trips to Hampton where there 
is a soldiers’ home, and the famous Hamp- 
ton Institute for the education of negroes 
and Indians. Norfolk and Newport News 
are near by; and the harbor of Hampton 
Roads, where the “Monitor” and “Merri- 
mac” met in combat, is just at hand. 


Then we have the famous and delightful 
all-day sail up the James River to Rich- 
mond, stopping a few minutes at noon- 
time to see the remains of Jamestown, the 
original English settlement. 


Two days and three nights in Richmond 
will give opportunity to get acquainted 
with that interesting city of 150,000 inhab- 
itants, rich in historic associations con- 
cerning the Civil War, the Revolution, and 
the first English settlers.

“The White House of the Confederacy,” 
the home of Jefferson Davis during his 
life in Richmond, is now a Confederate 
museum, and of great interest. In St. 
John’s church, Twenty-fifth and Broad 
Sts., the convention met in 1775, in which 
Patrick Henry made his famous speech, 
saying, “Give me liberty or give me 
death.” Within a short distance from the 
city are many battlefields of the Civil 
War. Electric cars run out to Seven 
Pines battlefield.

For the convenience of members whose 
hotel accommodations may be on the 
European plan or who may be in room- 
ing houses not serving meals, it seems 
desirable to furnish a list of restaurants 
in the vicinity of headquarters.

EXHIBIT OF LIBRARY LABOR-SAVING 
DEVICES 

The latest advices obtainable from 

Washington concerning the lavor-saving 

device exhibit show that the exhibit will 

include about thirty different kinds of 


labor-savers and that fifty or more manu- 
facturers will be represented. 


It is not possible to obtain a complete 
advance list of the devices which will be 
shown. The list will include, of course, 
the most important representatives of such 
well-known devices as the typewriter and 
the manifolding machines. In the inspec- 
tion of such exhibits opportunity will be 
given to learn of the newest appliances 
and latest models and also to compare 
the merits of the leading competing ma- 
chines. There will also be a number of 
devices shown which are not so widely 
known. Perhaps the most important of 
these will be the photographic copying 
machines. Two of the three leading ma- 
chines of this type will be demonstrated 
and the Committee is hoping that it will 
be possible to secure all three. 

Full opportunity will also be given to 
investigate the possibilities in library serv- 
ice of the use of adding machines, billing 
machines, dictating machines, pencil sharp- 
eners, vacuum cleaners and many other 
devices. The Committee is now conclud- 
ing final arrangements for the display 
of small appliances which will be of inter- 
est to all libraries regardless of size and 
income. 

The exhibit will include not only labor- 
saving devices as this term is usually un- 
derstood, but will also show a very com- 
plete collection of library equipment in 
general. Stacks and shelving will be 
shown by the Snead Company, the Art 
Metal Construction Company, and the Li- 
brary Bureau. Furniture, filing systems 
and miscellaneous equipment and supplies 
will be shown by Gaylord Brothers, Globe- 
Wernicke, Art Metal Construction Com- 
pany, and Library Bureau. In this part 
of the exhibit there will be opportunity 
to see the latest and best equipment of 
all the competing firms, from loan desks and 
filing cabinets to paper fasteners and date 
holders, 

An interesting part of the Library Bu- 
reau exhibit will be an exhibition of the 
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entire process of making catalog cards 
from the rag stock to the finished product. 
This exhibition should give the librarians 
information with which they may be in a 
better position to judge of the quality of 
catalog cards. 


_ A large part of the second floor of the 
Public Library is to be given up to the 
exhibit. The furniture and equipment 
firms will be in the lobby on the second 
floor. Through the lobby one passes to 
the lecture hall where the mechanical de 
vices will be assembled. Two or three 
small rooms will be given over to the 
demonstration of the photostat and the rec- 
tigraph, and possibly of the cameragraph. 


A printed catalog of the exhibit will be 
issued which will be given to each mem- 
ber registering at headquarters at the New 
Willard. This catalog will serve as a 
guide to the exhibit, showing what firms 
are represented and describing some of 
the most important features of the ma- 
chines or appliances shown by the va- 
rious manufacturers.
